WlBAt "As EngliBTimati" Thinks of 
'tlxo Situation. ' 

To THE Editor oi" Tni: Colonist: — 
Sir. — Every person in British Colum- 
bia knows perfectly well thatitwas only 
tho railway clause in the terms of union 
which consuuiniatod confederation. 
Now, why are wo all so anxious to have 
— and so dctcrinincil to insist upon — 
our treaty rights in re.speet of the rail- 
way ] Eecausn only by it.s means can 
the country be tlevoloi)«l a.s' t6'its re- 
sources and oj)oned up to settlement. 
Every one who knows this island 
knows that there aro hundre<la of thous- 
ands of acres available and 0|)en land 
lying in valleys which have been seen 
by but fow, and those chiefly by the 
class known as "prospectons," ukui 
bent upon finding minerals. These 
lands will remain unknown during tho 
present generation, unless the country 
is opened l»y a railway, which will 
bring population and give easy acce.ss 
to them. There is, I boliove no other 
dependency of Great Britain of equal 
size and with equal natural wealth 
without a railway. Kead in the last 
Mail (Toronto) what tho railway has 
done for Prince Edward Island, a small 
island in the Gulf of St. Lawrenci;, 
about 170 miles long and an average 
of 12 miles wide, and then consider 
what results would flow from tho con- 
struction.' of tbs E^uinialt-Nanaiuio 
lino. Consider the extent nnd value 
of tho coal beds, which i\lr. Kichardsou 
estimated at 300 s<iu;ire miles. 
.Mlowing, as ho doe.", 2r),(J00 tons to 
tho acre, or 10,000,000 tons tn the 
square mile, this gives four thousand 
eight hundred million ^tons, and to 
gradually develop such vast resources, 
woidd not cost Uiore than two million 
and a half of dollar.s. Now, Mr. Edi- 
tor,in the name of justice and common 
HOiiso why do our ruler.s at Ottawa 
icnore these facts, and by so ignoring 
tlieui and refusing to carry out th sir 
solemn obligations and promises alien- 
ate tho loyalty of tho inhabitants of 
this ])art of the Province? Do they 
they think that we aro slaves ? Do they 
forget tho vast majority of the jjcople 
of this island are linglishinen 1 Do they 
think that England-will tolerate ^ucli 
treatment of us because wo nro num- 
erically weak 1 Do they think that 
wo ourselyes are going to sit quietly 
down and submifi If .so they will find 
themselves very much mistaken. 1 am 
confident that 9 oat of every 10 of the 
men, women and even children in- 
habiting this island will vote 
for " sccos.sioii " and for man- 
aging their own alfairs if speedy 
justice bo not done to them in the 
railway matter. Our quondatn follow 
colonists of tho United States had far 
less grounds of complaint against 
England ono hundred years ago than 
we have against Canada at this mo- 
ment, and yet they felt it their duty 
to take up arms in tho assertion and 
defence of their rights. It is becom- 
ing clear to every one that Engliind 
ought to hold this island for strategic 
reasons. In case of war her ships will 
be at sea.protectingj^her commerce and 
colonies, 'and coill'is an absolute inices- 
sity for purposes of nianreuvering in 
action and moving rapidly fioin jilace 
to place. With the channel from Es- 
quimalt to the coal mines at Nanaimo 
commanded by hostile batteries at 
ranges of one sea mile to two, and witli 
every capability of cro.s8-tirc, how can 
the coal be brought down to Esqui- 
malt e.Konpt by rail 1 It is the duty of 
Canada to consider this point, and in 
tho event of war she would find it to 
bo so, but then it will bo too late. 
Now is the time for action and now is 
tho time for Canada to show that she 
really considers herself to be a part of 
the majestic old empire of Great Brit- 
ain. Fellow colonists ! If Canada for- 
gets her position in this matter let us 
not forget ours; but let.s us ])ledge 
ourselves to maintain our right to tliis 
railway by every means in our]iuwcT.
